Unemployment and Relief 


As might be expected, therefore, 
Negroes suffered more from un- 
employment and. loss of income 
during the depression than any 
other group of New Jersey’s citi- 
zens,; According to’ the Federal 
Unemployment Census of 1987, 
Negroes constitute“ 12% of the 
total unemployed. (including emer- 
gency workers) in the State of 
New Jersey. This by no means 
gives the complete picture, how- 
ever, for many unemployed Ne- 
groes earn so little as to still re- 
main the.cases for public assitance. 
In every city of over 100,000 popu; 
lation, the Negroes proportion 
among the unemployed..was over 
twice as great as his proportion in 
the city’s population, they compose 
26% of the families on relief in 
1935. More recent figures of the 
State Financial Assistance Com- 
mission in 1937 how that in eight 
of the larger cities the incidence 
of Negroes on the relief ranges 
from 3 to 6 times their proportion 
in their: population.

Reports on family: income gives 
similar evidenc® of acute distress 
among family -income of $1052. 
The Commission’s own figures in 
1938 based upon family. schedule 
for 5,303 Negro families in 
14 municipalities throughout the 
State, found that the average Ne- 
gro family income had dropped to 
$880 a year. The same returns 
showed that 30% of the families 
had incomes of less than $600 a 
year; 75% ° had income of less 
than. $1200 a year, and only 2.5% 
had incomes of more. than $2400 
a year. 

A study by the United States 
Department of Commerce in 1933 
showed-incomes-of-Negro families 
of Trenton to be’ even lower. Re- 
porting on 1,746 white families 
and 215 Negro families, the De- 
partment found that nine per cent 
of the white and 16 percent of the 
Negro families had no income at 
all other than public relief. Thirty- 
cne per cent of the white families 
had incomes of less than $500 a 
year. Sixty per cent of the white 
families and ninety percent of the 
Negro families had incomes of less 
than $1000 a year.

Negro celebrity, giving as. the reg- 
son for this distinguished honor 
| the fact that the condidate main- 
tained himself with dignified decor- 
um among his white associates, 
without disgracing himself, It is 
precisely such indiscriminate use of 
Honorary Degrees that , has 
brought discredit upon too many 
of our Negro Colleges and Uniyer- 
sities. The saying which use 
be current in the South, “If you 
want anything run into the ground, 
let. the Negroes get hold of it” was 
‘never better exemplified than in 
the lavish use of Academic and 
Honorary Dgrees. 


Honorary Degrees are usually 
conferred for distinction in the field 
of scholarship and learning; but in 
America it is the general custom 
to confer the highest Academic 
Honors upon persons without in- 
téllectual pretension, who have 
rendered nay ieee public ser- 
vice, Harvard University conferred 
the Degree of Doctor of Laws upon 
Admiral. Sampson for sinking the 
Spanish Fleet. Booker T, Wash- 
ington received Honorary Degrees 
from Harvard, Yale and Princeton
